HOW TO AVOID HEAT’S EFFECT 


Doctors Lay Down a Few Rules 


That May be Helpful on Hot 


Days Like These 


The present heat wave is to con­ 
tinue indefinitely, the weather 
man 
said tiday. 
He predicted generally 
fair weather, with no prospects of 
decline in temperature. 


But with all that, the weather to­ 
day was better than any time this 
week because there was a delight­ 
ful brJeze 
that 
could 
be enjoyed 
when you were 
not in the sun. But 
the sun’s rays were 
hot as usual. 
The thermometers down town regis­ 
tered close to ninety degrees all day. 
Realizing that suffering inevitably 
follows in the wake of a heat wave, 
such as the one which is now mak­ 
ing Rushville gasp for breath, phy­ 
sicians are helping citizens to avoid 
unnecessary pain, by giving rules for 
hot weather dressing and eating. 
Rules which are endorsed by phy­ 
sicians are: 


Don’t overeat. 
A furnace is not 
toke4 in summer as it is in

winter. 
Neither should the stomach 
je 
overloaded. 
Partake 
sparingly 
of meats. 
E at largely of fresh veg­ 
etables and fruits. 
Observe 
these 
things in eating and no harm can 
‘onio to your digestive apparatus. 
Avoid alcoholic drinks. 
Alcohol 
never made any one cooler. 


Be sparing in the use of ice wa­ 
ter. 
It is better to drink ice-cooled 
water than to drink ice water. By 
this is meant that water should be 
put in bottles and 
cooled 
on ice. 
The imbibing of large quantities of 
ice cold fluids may produce 
ser­ 
ious 
gastric 
disturbances. 
Drink 
plenty of water, but not too cold. 


Light-colored 
clothes 
loosely 
worn, keep off the sun’s rays and al­ 
low the skin to perform its functions 
naturally. 


Pi «longed exercise 
in the middle 
of the day 
or in the 
sun is to he 
avoided. 


Keep in the air as much as pos­ 
sible, and in the shade. 
Sleep out­ 


door. 


Screen the porch, if possible and

from the murder of American troop­ 
ers and the 
spending of a lot 
of 
money. 
Villa 
is apparently 
today 
stronger than he has been in months 
and may soon control northern Mex­ 
ico again. 
But this lack of accomplishment in 
Mexico is due not to the inability of 
American soldiers but to the uncer­ 
tain and shifting policy of the Unit­ 
ed States government. The killing of 
American 
soldiers 
by 
Carranza 
troops was due indirectly to the re­ 
fusal of President Wilson to order 
our soldiers 
out 
of Mexico. 
The 
Carranza attitude suddenly changed. 
Somebody made a concession, it is 
true, but we are led to believe that 
it lies in the 
fact 
that 
American 
troops will he withdrawn from Mex­ 
ico within the next 
few 
months—• 
maybe not before the election—and 
that the border will be patroled by 
“international” 
forces. 
Which 
means that Uncle 
Sam 
will retire 
from Mexico for the 
second 
time 
within three years 
without 
accom­ 
plishing his object and that Ameri­ 
can troops patroling our own border 
will have to 
associate 
with and in 
the long run be dictated to by Car­ 
ranza bandits going under the name 
of “Soldiers of the Mexican Repub­ 
lic.” 
And even this unsatisfactory 
compromise will be only temporary 
because there is. no telling just when 
Carranza will cease to be a domin­ 
ating factor in Mexico. 
There is no doubt that concessions 
have been made but they have come 
from the United States— whieh has 
again been humbled by cactus diplo­ 
macy—and not from Carranza.

dered with impunity. 
And the Am­ 
erican people are going to call for a 
real reckoning, the day of which is 
not far distant. 
But as to 
concessions—give 
tiue 
devil bis dues. Carranza has receiv­ 
ed them, not given them. 
We have 
failed in every object we have had 
in Mexico during this administra­ 
tion and have been thoroughly licked 
diplomatically. 
There is no need de­ 
nying that. 
The American 
public 
knows it and the whole world knows 
it. Only the blindest supporters of 
the 
present 
administration 
seems 
unaware of it. 
To win a diplomatic 
victory some desired object must be 
accomplished. 
Nothing so far 
has 
been accomplished in Mexico but the

MONEY DESPITE PRICE. $ 
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$ VARNISHED TABLE SPOTS $ 
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The white spots which appear on 
the top of the table, due to the ac­ 
cidental application of heat from hot 
dishes need not worry 
a careful 
housewife long if she will remember 
that the original appearance of the 
varnish may be restored by simply 
reforming its surface. To do this it 
is necessary to apply some varnish 
solvent—not varnish 
remover—and 
then allow it to dry. The most easily 
obtained solvents are alcohol 
and 
ammonia. Moisten a bit of clean 
cloth with the solvent, rub it quick­ 
ly over the white spot, then let it 
dry. Permit the moistened cloth to 
touch the varnish but a few second 
for as soon as the varnish is acted 
upon by the solvent it will rub off, 
leaving the wood on the table bare— 
L. S. Foltz, Colorado Agricultural 
College, Fort Collins, Colo. 


New York, July 22—Now is the 
time for housewives to can lots of 
fruit if they want to save money 
this winter, the National Housewives 
league advised in a bulletin issued 
today. 
The price of tin cans has soared 
until they are now 25 per cent high­ 
er than they were last year. Sugar 
is about three cents a pound more 
than it was at this time last year. 
But despite these facts, housewives 
should get busy with their canning, 
the league declared, making use of 
all the old glass jars that may be 
foAnd. 
“Unless the housewives can their 
own fruit, they are going to pay 
high 
prices this winter,” said an 
official of the league. “The canners 
must boost their prices because they 
have to use tin cans. Tin plate, from 
which the cans are made, is going 
higher because it is a steel produc 
and the munition 
contractors 
are 
making heavy demands on the stee 
mills. The increased price , of sugar 
will be another thing making 
for 
high prices. 
“On the other hand the housewife, 
by using her discarded glass jars, 
avoids the increase in the cost of 
cans. 
'She must pay the increased 
price of sugar used in canning, but 
the average housewife doesn’t real­ 
ize that she uses more sugar* at the 
table on fresh fruit than she uses in 
the canned product that takes the 
place of the fresh fruit.”

A little salt in custard keeps it 
from drying and caking, and adds to 
the flavor. 
Salt added to apples 
or

sauce alters the flavor of the apples. 
Some housewives—in preparing ap­ 
ples for baking, add salt instead of

ground ham or a slice of bacon. 
Eggs which are to be beaten

cream that is to be whipped will 
foam more readily if a pinch of salt 
is added. 
Place salt in the oven under the 
pastry pans or tins to prevent 
the 
scorching of the contents of the pan. 
To prevent an omelet from sticking, 
or burning, sprinkle salt on thè bot­ 
tom of the p4p, then turn it out, 
wipe with a dry cloth and proceed to 
make the omelet. 
Some housewives, in order to hur­ 
ry the cooking of food in a double 
boiler, add salt to the water in the 
outer boiler. Salt added to the wa­

cooling process. 
Salt is a great aid in putting out 
fire. When one uses 
a gas stove 
for broiling purposes the grease or 
drippings from the meat often catch 
fire. Sometimes the servant is care­ 
less and forgets to clean the drip­ 
ping pan 
consequently 
when 
the 
oven is again lighted, a fire is the 
result. 
In either instance, or when 
the grease in the frying pan is burn­ 
ing salt will stop the mischief.

SOME EARLY FRONTIER HISTORY 
OF THIS SECTION IS RECALLED 


Someone addressed a question to 
the 
Indianapolis 
News asking the 


location of Whetzell’s trace, some­ 
times mentioned among early roads, 
and also requested a diistory of the 
man after whom it was named. The 
News made a comprehensive reply, 
recalling.some early frontier history 
that with which many of the older 
people of the county are not fami­ 
liar: 
: Jacob Whetzell was a frontiers­ 
man, who came to Indiana in 1811. 
He was bora in Pennsylvania and, 
after coming west, lived for a while 
in Kentucky. 
There is a story of 
a desperate fight he once had with 
an Indian 
near the present site of 
Cincinnati, in which, after exchang 
ing shqts with rifles^ they came fo< 


gether with knives and fought to a 
finish, 
'Whetzell 
killing his 
man. 
When Indiana was admitted to the 
Union, in 1816, he was living in what 
is 
now 
Franklin county, Indiana. 
In 
1818 
he bought a piece of land 
near 
the 
mouth of Eel river and 
determined to reach and locate it 
by 
a pathless journey through the 
woods. 
At that time the Delaware 
Indians 
were in undisturbed pos­ 
session of the White river country 
and 
Whetzell obtained permission 
from Anderson, the Delaware Indian 
chief, 
to cut a road through from 
near 
Brookville 
to 
the bluffs of 
White 
river. 
This 
road, which he 
blazed through the wilderness, be­ 
came known as Whetzell’s Trace. It 
crossed Flat Rock abput seven miles 


I belowr the present site of Rushville, 
crossed Blue river four miles above 
Shelbyville, 
Sugar 
creek 
a little 
north 
of 
Boggstown, and so on to 
the Bluffs of White river. The road, 
thus rough&y located and marked, 
subsequently became of considerable 
importance in the settlement of cen­ 
tra l Indiana. Whetzell finally settled 
near 
Waverly, in Morgan 
county, 
died there in 1827. The Indianapolis 
Journal of July 3, 1827, contained 
the followng: ‘Died, in Morgan coun­ 


ty, near the bluffs of White river,of 
a paralytic stroke, an the 2nd inst., 
Captain Jacob Whetzell, age about 
sixty-three years.

zell emigrated to the western part 
of Virginia when but a very1'* small 
boy and took a very active part in 
all Indian wars in the west of Penn­ 
sylvania, Virginia and the now state 
of Ohio, and carried many testimoni­ 
als

Jacob
